Coast Guard Environmental Response personnel have been deployed to prevent any risk to the marine environment.

FUTURE OF THE CCGS CORPORAL MCLAREN M.M.S. AND ONGOING IMPACTS TO 
CANADIAN COAST GUARD PROGRAMS 


Issue: The CCGS Corporal McLaren M.M.S. was refloated on November 26 after being partially 
submerged for 10 days at a shipyard in Sambro NS. The ship was removed to the nearby 
Government Wharf where contractors took off bulk pollutants and cleaned interior spaces. The 
vessel was moved back to the shipyard where a damage assessment will take place. The 
Canadian Coast Guard has yet to determine future actions regarding the ship pending the 
assessment report. Give the ship will be out of service for an indefinite period, the Coast Guard 
must consider near- and long-term impacts to on-going programs. 


These Media Lines have been developed as the considerable media and public attention the 
incident generated is expected to continue. 


Background: During the week of November 12, 2018, the CCGS Corporal McLaren M.M.S. entered 
the Canadian Marine Engineering Ltd shipyard in Sambro, NS to begin a scheduled refit. 
Sometime overnight of November 16-17 the ship was released from its secured cradle and slid 
down the slip. The ship hit the water and turned on its side. A police investigation was begun and 
is currently underway with full cooperation by the Coast Guard. The vessel laid partially 
submerged on its starboard side until November 26 when it was refloated by contractors 
working under the shipyard. 


MEDIA LINES: 
In the short term 


e The McLaren is currently at Canadian Marine Engineering shipyard in Sambro,NS where 
contractors are removing bulk pollutants and cleaning interior spaces. 


e The ship will undergo damage assessment by contractors and Canadian Coast Guard 
personnel once pollutants have been removed and it is safe to board the vessel. 


e Coast Guard will remain on site to ensure safety and security of all Coast Guard assets 
while the work is being conducted. 


In longer term 


e In order to continue to deliver its program and those of its partners Coast Guard is 
examining a number of options involving assets drawn from the national fleet.

The CCGS Corporal McLaren MMV remains in Sambro, N.S. as the Canadian Coast Guard works to 
complete a full estimate of the cost of repairs to the vessel. While the vessel is out of service the 
Coast Guard is utilizing other fleet assets to continue to provide client services. 


Has the government changed its policy around dry-dock maintenance of its vessels as a 
result of the incident. The dock at Sambro Head was relatively unsecured, did this incident 
make the government revaluate where repairs or refits took place?
